'practically to deal with four counties. 
i In these four counties there are no 
lesa than 2,287,297, or more than two 
millions and a quarter, acres given Jo 
the preservation of deer. Foresting 
has proceeded apacs during recent 
years. Since 1883 nearly 600,000 acres 
hjwe been added, to the forest acre- 
age. 
The whole area of Scotland in 


acreage is abOut 19,500,000; it follows 
that, reckoning the forests In 
four 


counties alone, one acre la every eight 
and a halt is kept waste for the roar- 
ing of deer. In order that on a few 
days In the year a few person may 
enjoy the killing of a certain number 
of these beautiful animals this vast 
area is, for tho moat, part, sealed 
against the intrusion; of man. No one 
but the owner and hla 
friends and 


keepers may set foot on mountain or 
glen. The total ar-ea. under tillage In 
Scotland is about 3,600,000.

NOTED BLIND PHYSICIAN. 


emarl^alyle JFeatnres of'the Career 


of l>r. Jameg R. Cocke. 


In many resp-;cts the career of Dr. 


James R. Cocke, -who recently Tras 
found dead from a bullet wound in ais 
noartments in Pinpkngy street, Bos- 
ton, is without parallel, says the New 
York'Herald. So far as Is known he: 
was the only blind man who ever re- 
ceived the degree of doctor of medicine 
in the United States. 


Dr. Cocke was the son of 'Judge 


Coeke, once chief justice of the supreme 
court of Tennessee. An incident de- 
prived him of sight when he was 6 
days old. 
His father determined .to 


educate him as a scientist, and from 
early boyhood his sou's mind was de- 
veloped in this direction. " Whenf the 
young man determined to take up the 
study of medicine, he found numerous 
obstacles in bis path. He applied fin 
admission to the medical schools In 
Philadelphia and at ench met a refusal. 


He was admitted to tlie Boston 


School of aicdiciae In 3892, and with 
the aid of a render the mastery of the 
text was easy. His memory was so 
remarkable that he could recall lec- 
tures almost word fbf wore!; In oraer 
to dissect lie -was obliged to model in 
wax all parts of the huioan anatomj:. 
Though he practically had to originate 
his own methods of study as be went 
along, he kept up with his class and 
took his degree. Subsequently he went 
through the summer course at the Har- 
vard Medical school and later the post- 
graduate course. 


He practiced massage for 12 years 


and thus acquired the delicacy of touch 
which aided so much in his success. 
His hearing was as acute as his touch, 
and he improved this faculty by mak- 
ng a study of the human voice. He 
jclieyed tbe voice, to be an index of 
character and wrote many interesting 
articles on the subject. 


He turned his attention to the study 


of hypnotism' and became a master of 
that subtle science. Iu physical diag- 
nosis his faculties of touch and soun 
were remarkable.

TiJclclj- Populated 'District* Have 


\oxie—'Unable to Supjport Tfcern.. 
Tlie fact was recently made publ! 


that In many districts of Porto-Rio 
where the population reaches tiou 
snuds there is no resident physician 
For instance, Wayuya, a town of 1,500 
must depend 011 the simplest remedies 
iu the case pf illijess, as there is, n 
physician, within call, says a San Juan 
dispatch to the New Tork Tribune. A 
UtuacJo the death rate is 8 per cen 
.annually, and this town'is'a day's ride 
froiii Tonee through the mountains. 


It appears that physicians have been 


sent 10 these districts, but they refuse 
to remain, largely because no town is 
able to support one. As a result of 
this condition of things the order pro- 
viding: a physician for every &QQ peo- 
ple is now very difficult of enforce- 
ment because the towns reply thai 
there Is no fund to pay for such serv- 
ice.

medical aid It would possibly save the 
lives of 3,000 people.

Spion Kop, the new Majuba Hill, 


where the

rican campaign, is a rugged mountain 
crest of about 4 600 feet elevation, and 
nearly fourteen jniles south and a lit- 
tle west of Ladysmith. 
Gen. Buller 


described It as a "barrsa and oiwii 
slope, the ridges so steep that .guns 
cannot be placed upon them." 
It is 


one of innumerable kopa or plateau 
peaks lying between the Tugela river 
and Ladysmith, and is as formidable 
a place of defense as the first east- 
era ridges of the Rocty mountains 
would be. Old Majuba Kill, where Sir 
George CoIIey fell before the Boers in 
1881, is nearly 8,000 teat high, bat 
Spion Kop is nigh enough to- have 
sen-ad the purpose of the Boers well 
this time.

The circuit court, during its sessSoE 


in Uma two weeks ago, had np for 
consideration a half dozen or mow 
cases, but the public in general was 
Interested to a great extent in but two 
of taem, namely, the American bank 
case and the one which concerned the 
op&nmg" ot LQQ jTIiiaijtT? strsst sstsn- 
sion. The bank ease, as exclusively 
noted in the TIMES DEMOCHAT last 
night, was decided in favor of the 
directors bringing the suit, affirming 
the decision oi the lower court ana 
sanctioning the verdict of the -jury 
which held Messrs. Kalb and Jlichatl 
responsible for the loss of the stolen 
funds. 


in the Findlay street case the court 


found the only matter presented which 
suggested a reversal, and the lo«er 
court was found to be in error in re- 
jectinj certain testimony which {he 
C. H. & D railroad offered to Si the 
damages that would result. 
Judge 


Price, who delivered the decision said 
taat the ordinance passed by council 
was found to be regular; that Judge 
Cunningham was correct in over-rul- 
ing EGiC ot the objections made by 
the defendants, bur that there was 
error in that part of the charge which 
directed the jury not to consider cer- 
tain conditions in arriving at their 
verdict. The court also found after 
goiag over the matter carefully, that 
the damages allowed the roi'rcad conc- 
pany were not sufficient to remunerate 
it for the loss of property which the 
crossing would deprive it of.
